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Notes and Comments 


N the brink of war and in view of the 
exciting occurrences of the past week, 
the officers of the Bible Society have been 
deeply concerned as to the personal safety of 
our beloved Agent, Mrs. Frances S. Hamil- 
ton. A telegram was received from her dated 
April 21st, saying that she would leave Mexico 
City that night, but by what route she did not 
know, but would telegraph later. No tele- 
gram has come; meanwhile communication 
was had with the Department of State in 
Washington, and a satisfactory assurance was 
received that it would investigate and report 
to us all that could be learned about her. 
Since then a telegraphic statement appeared 
in the New York 7rzbune to the effect that a 
body of Americans, among whom her name was 
mentioned, would be sent from Mexico City, on 
the night of April 28th, to Coatzacoalcos, the 
eastern terminus of the Tehuantepec Railroad, 
where they can take ship to the United States, 
and we are therefore resting with some com- 
fort in the assurance that she has been merci- 
fully preserved, and is now safe.

Gen. FRANCISCO VILLA has been presented 
with a Bible. The giver was himself a Mex- 
ican, the Rev. A. B. Carrero, pastor of the 
Mexican Presbyterian Church in Dallas, Texas. 
‘The Dallas Morning News publishes an in- 
teresting article anent this significant pres- 
entation, from which it appears that Mr. 
Carrero very naturally is deeply stirred as to 
the present condition of affairs, and earnestly 


desires what he calls bloodless intervention, 
namely, “the intervention of Christian mis- 
sionaries and people who will help to lift up our 
dear country with the power of the gospel.’’ 
These are his words in an address made on 
Sunday afternoon, March 15th, in connection 
with the sending of the Bible. Several pas- 
sages in it were carefully marked, including 
the Sermon cn the Mount and the fourteenth 
chapter of John. 

Apparently Mr. Carrero has the gift of 
quiet eloquence and a quaintness of expres- 
sion, which the report says interested his au- 
dience very much. 

The Bible was marked with the following 
inscription: 

SENOR FRANCISCO VILLA 
This Book has made the United States 
and England great. 
And this Book will save Mexico. 

Blessed are the peacemakers, and the Bible 
is a peace-making book for Mexico and the 
United States. Be 

A LEAF from the Gospel of Matthew in 
Portuguese, reproduced in facsimile on the in- 
side cover page, appears to belong to a vol- 
ume perhaps a century old. The book has 
been for about fifteen years inthe hands of a 
married couple in the interior of Brazil who 
have just accepted Christ as their Saviour. 
This information comes to the Rev. Mr. 
Tucker from one of our Bible distributors in 
Maranhao. It is one of the very many proofs

that the circulation of the Scriptures, without 
any other aid,is often the power of God unto 


salvation. 


On the 25th of December, 1913, the Judson 
and Vicinity Welsh Bible Society, of Lake 
Crystal, Minn., celebrated its fiftieth anniver- 
sary. Mr. H.R. Roberts, of Lake Crystal, 
is the only person living who attended the 
meeting, which was held fifty years ago in his 
father’s log house, when the auxiliary was 
formed. Mr. Roberts was then ten years of 
age. During these fifty years the auxiliary 
has collected $4,670, and of this amount has 
contributed $4,400 to the American Bible So- 
ciety. 

THE table of feceipts from four principal 
sources from March, 1914, as compared 
with March, 1913, shows a good increase in 
all lines, the table for the month being an in- 
crease of more than double. For the year, 
however, no such result can be claimed; 
legacies have fallen off $58,416.08, and gifts 
from individuals $7,272.38. Over against this, 
gifts from auxiliaries have increased $5,352.20, 
and church collections $12,061.08. This last 
is the most encouraging feature. It looks 
as though the churches were somewhat slowly, 
but really, taking up the burden. The total 
decrease is $48,275.18. The falling off is in 
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legacy receipts, not in gifts from the living, 
considered as a whole. The total result does 
not nearly meet our expectations or needs, as 
compared with the appropriations for the

THE semi-annual report of the Mexico 
Agency up to December 31, 1913, shows a list 
of 28 colporteurs, most of them Mexican, anda 
distribution of nearly 10,000 copies. Most of 
the colporteurs were employed for a consid- 
erable portion of the period (3,265 days in 
all), traveling 7,580 miles and visiting 392 
towns, and the sales exceeded $3,000. War 
and bloodshed did not seriously interfere 
with the orderly conduct of such a business 
as ours. Interruptions and hindrances of 
course were multiplied, but the facts speak 
for themselves as to the results attained. 
We hope next month to be able to give a 
fuller record. 


Annual Report of the Southwestern Agency 


HE Southwestern Agency covers an im- 

mense territory—Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, and Texas—reaching therefore 
from the Mississippi to the Rio Grande, one 
thousand miles east and west, and from the 
lower border of Kansas to the Gulf of Mexico, 
six hundred miles. It requires large planning 
for so large a territory north and south, as it 
is filled witha varied population. Bibles were 
distributed in 1913 in thirty-seven different 
languages by sixty persons, who traveled 
3,267 miles, visiting 618 towns and villages 
and 60,044 families, circulating 90,135 copies 
of the Scriptures, which brings the total up to 
255,610 since the Agency was established in 
1908. It was an interesting circumstance that 
the colporteurs spoke fifteen different lan- 
guages, as follows: Bohemian, Cherokee, 
Choctaw, Croatian, Dutch, English, French, 
German, Italian, Lithuanian, Muskokee, Pol- 
ish, Russian, Spanish, and Slovak.

Settled Immigrants and Foreigners 


The chief problem of the Southwest is the — 


foreigner, not simply because he was born 
outside of America, but because of the igno- 
rance, superstition, poverty, and low morals 
which he sometimes brings with him. 


Roman Catholicism is his religious faith, and 


he knows littl e of loyalty other than that which — 
he has committed to the Pope and his priest. 
If he breaks with Rome he becomes an infidel

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or a free-thinker, rather thana Protestant. To 
free this foreigner from papal blindness, to 
overcome the prejudices against Protestant- 
ism and lead him to accept and read for him- 
self the nation’s Book, is the work of our col- 
porteurs. 

It is estimated that over a million foreign- 
speaking people reside within the limits of the 
Southwestern Agency, distributed about as 
follows: French, 240,000; Italians, 90,000; 
Germans, 390,000 ; Bohemians, 100,000; Mexi- 
cans, 425,000; Scandinavians, 60,000; Ameri- 
can Indians, 100,000; and other nationalities, 
about 25,000. It becomes necessary there- 
fore, that our colporteurs speak these lan- 
guages; in fact, native colporteurs are usu- 
ally employed. 


City Work 


Ten of our colporteurs worked in thirteen 
cities of the Agency last year. The cities in 
Louisiana were Shreveport, New Orleans, 
New Iberia, and Lake Charles; in Texas: 
Houston, Dallas, Fort Worth, San Antonio, 
and Corpus Christi; in Oklahoma: Tulsa; 
in Arkansas: Little Rock, Fort Smith, and 
Pine Bluff. The method of work in the city 
is usually the house-to-house visitation in the 
slum districts. Wherever possible, the co-op- 
eration of all Bible lovers is secured anda 
Bible census is taken of the entire city. 

At Houston the Market Square was used 
for a distributing center. A Bible stand was 
erected and our colporteur, who speaks many 
languages, reached the people of every class, 
preaching as well as distributing the Bible. 


Towns and Villages 


Six hundred and eighteen towns and vil- 
lages, with a population of from 1,000 to 
25,000, were visited by sixteen of our colpor- 
teurs last year, and I think it is safe to say 
that more Scripture was distributed in this 
part of the field than any other. These towns 
are for the most part considerable distance 
from any city of importance, and are there- 
fore the civic and social center for the sur- 
rounding country. On trades days and Sat- 
urdays especially the towns are crowded with 
farmers and ranchmen and our colporteurs 
find aready sale for Bibles. In good weather 
he opens for business right on the street (on 
the public square, if there is one), and with 
his sign “Bibles in all Languages at Cost,” 
the Bible stand becomes the center of attrac- 
tion. 

Rural Work 

The great Southwest, Texas and Oklahoma 
especially, calls for much Bible work in the 
country. These new states have received a 
great flow of immigration in the past few 
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years, a goodly portion of which has settled 
on ranches and farms, in many cases coloniz- 
ing on the raw prairie land of some large 
ranch. These ranches often comprise more 
than a hundred thousand acres, so that they 
suit the purposes of colonization admirably, 
and there is plenty of room in this country yet 
for immigrants. 

The cattlemen chafe at the incoming tide 
of immigrants. They strongly protest at their 
being disturbed in their sovereignty of the 
great West, and ‘“‘knock”’ the country from 
an agricultural standpoint, saying it will never 
be fit for anything but for grazing cattle; 
while the ever alert wildcat real estate man 
goes to the opposite extreme and paints in 
rosiest colors the prospects for wealth and 
ease in this section, to the end that many an 
honest settler buys more land than he can 
possibly pay for, with nothing left for devel- 
opment (which is expensive) and to tide the 
family over till crops can be made. 

Thus it is that in this new country there is 
great need for not only the good old family 
Bible (which in so many cases has been left 
behind in the northern states), but also for 
the friendly, encouraging visit of the Bible- 
man. 

For this work we usually fit our men up 
with horse and wagon. A neat sign is placed 
on the wagon which serves as an introduction 
and protection for the colporteur. The entire 
country is worked by neighborhoods or com- 
munities, the colporteur’s programme being 
first to obtain an introduction and favorable 
commendation at the neighborhood church or 
school-house. When there is no preaching 
there is, perhaps, a Sunday school where the 
Bible-man is always a welcome visitor. The 
assistance of all Bible lovers is enlisted in 
this way, and the colporteur finds a ready en- 
trance to the homes of the people, for quickly 
the news spreads from house to house that 
the American Bible Society has a “ Bible 
outfit’’ in the country supplying the cheapest 
Bibles ever heard of, and giving free to those 
who cannot pay the small price. In many 
cases there is not even a Sunday school or 
preacher in a whole neighborhood of fifteen 
miles, and the colporteur must introduce him- 
self. 

It is readily seen that this pioneer of home 
missions is a valuable asset to the Church of 
Christ. He not only sows the “ seed corn of 
the Kingdom,”’ but he also furnishes the in- 
formation which should be in the hands of 
mission and Sunday-school boards. Just here 
we need a better understanding and co-opera- 
tion, so that the American Bible Society’s 
work in these outlying districts may be fol- 
lowed up by definite organization. 
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The experiences of the colporteurs in various 
parts of their immense field are full of inter- 
est; we can only make room for one of these 
of unusual interest: 


The Rev. A. S. Williams among the Indians 
of Oklahoma 

For some time we have wanted to do some- 
thing special for the Indians of Oklahoma. 
At last we found the right man as colporteur, 
the Rev. A. S. Williams, a native Choctaw 
Indian himself, but a well-educated and very 
consecrated man. He has gone beyond our 
expectations in sales. Mr. Williams has the 
confidence of all the Indians, and is a welcome 
guest anywhere he goes. The Bible House 
has very kindly bound the Choctaw New Tes- 
tament and Psalms in divinity circuit, and 
there has been a good demand for this more 
attractive book. 


Agency Secretary Attends ‘‘Big Meetin’’’ 

The great annual gathering for the Choctaw 
and Chicasaw Indians is the District Confer- 
ence held each summer. The Agency Secre- 
tary received a very hearty invitation last 
summer and was delighted to accept. The 
conference was held in the woods almost six 
miles southeast from Hugo. ‘These meetings 
are always held at some distance from the 
tailroad. Wagons were used to convey the 
crowds to the camp, and since the Indians 


The Year 


HE Rev. H. C. Tucker was absent from 
his field long enough to attend the 
World Sunday School Convention at Zurich in 
July, 1913. He brought back, however, more 
than enough inspiration to make up for any 
interruption, and, indeed, he left his work in 
good hands. Among other things he quotes 
the appeal of an English bishop, as follows: 


South America needs true religion, v7z., 
Reformed, Scriptural, Apostolic Christianity. 
Our own people need it, that they may be 
saved from only too possible degradation. 
The Spanish and Portuguese-speaking people 
need it, that they may develop into the strong, 
free nations they desire tobe. The aboriginal 
races of Indians need it, that they may be 
saved from extinction and find their place too 
in the Kingdom of God. 


And to this he adds the following: to 
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number about 1,500, this was quite a task. 
But patiently and systematically the thing 
was done and the District Conference begun. 

The Presiding Elder and I were the only 
palefaces there. We were guests of honor 
and received royal entertainment. A special 
tent was provided for our sleeping and we 
never lacked for invitations to dine out with 
the ‘‘brethren.’’ Barbecued meat was the 
main dish. This had all been provided by a 
local committee and distributed as needed . 
among the camps. 

But I must not forget the “ meetin’ ”’ itself. 
I have never seen anything better as a relig- 
ious gathering. From sunrise till late at 
night the interest was unabated. And sing! 
Why, they a// sang The old-timers sang 
only in their native language and in a peculiar 
sing-song of their own. But the young folks 
were ‘educated’’; they must sing in English; 
and after the night service, about eleven or 
twelve o’clock, their time began. Saturday 
night these young Indians sang till about 4 
a.m. I have a good reason to know the 
hour, for my tent was near by. 


Colporteur and Interpreter 


Our colporteur was the official interpreter 
of the ““meetin’.’’ The Presiding Elder could 
not have done business without him, nor 
could this Agency Secretary have delivered 


his address on the Bible.

“There is no greater missionary agency in 
Latin America than the Bible, and no greater 
need than the circulation and study of it. We 
should give our help to all the agencies which 
are promoting the publication and distribution 
of the Scriptures in Latin America.” 


Mr. Tucker then continues: 


Our Bible work is beginning to feel the 
effects of itin the cry from people of poverty 
and lack of money with which to buy. The ~ 
cost of living has tended to increase, and the 
work of Bible distribution by colporteurs be- 
comes more expensive, hence we have con- 
tinued throughout the year to make use of the 
plan of combination with correspondents who 
carry on other lines of evangelical activities, 
as being more economical. In this way we 
are often able to put into circulation a larger 
number of Scriptures at less expense than is 
incurred with regularly employed colporteurs. 
We hope, however, that this may only be

Jodo Ribeiro has confined his activities to 
ithe city of Rio de Janeiro for the year; his 
ssales have not been as large as those of some 
‘of the other men, but I doubt if any one of 
ithe colporteurs has rendered a greater serv- 
iice to the cause of Christ, touched more 
llives, and interested more souls in the mes- 
‘sage of salvation. His life and example are

a power and a blessing in the community. 
Augusto Dutra Pereira has spent the entire 
year in work along the Central Railway and 
iu country districts in the state of Rio de Ja- 
neiro. Inthe dry season he was able to take 
a number of long trips on foot or horseback 
away from the railroad, and visited commu- 
nities that have not been canvassed fora long 
time. He reached some points where the 
Bible has never before been offered for sale. 
Cazzulino Giuseppe did his work almost al- 
together in the city and suburbs of Sao Paulo. 
This center has been frequently canvassed 
within the last few years, but still there is a 
demand for Scriptures. Some of our corre- 
spondents have sold a great many Scriptures 
also in the city. 
Candido da Costa traveled in the states of 
Pernambuco and Alagoas. He laments the 
fact that his sales have not been larger, but 
rejoices in the consciousness that he has done 
conscientious work. The people for the most 
part are poor through that region and very 
‘many cannot read. He has held gospel serv- 


ices and read and explained the Scriptures:

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to hundreds, who have listened with interest 
to his message. 

Manoel Canuto Alves has several times 
been ill during the year, and at times tried to 
travel and work when he really ought to have 
been at home and perhaps in bed. He worked 
in the northern part of the state of Pernam- 
buco, and in the states of Parahyba do Norte 
and Rio Grande do Norte. There is perhaps 
a greater degree of illiteracy and poverty in 
his field than in the sec- 
tion previously described. 

Theophilo R. de Castro 
traveled in an extensive, 
thinly settled region in the 
west of the states of Sao 
Paulo and Parana. At this 
writing his returns are not 
all in and they may reach 
us too late for the general 
summary. He has suffered 
affliction in his family and 
his work has been much 
hindered. Some of our 
most active and successful 
correspondents and their 
colporteurs have carried on 
work along the Amazon 
valley in the states of 
Amazonas and Para. This 
is territory common to the 
two Bible Society Agen- 
cies; the British and For- 
eign Society has estab- 
lished there a sub-Agency. 

Another enterprising cor- 
respondent and his helpers have done good 
work in the state of Maranhaio. He writes: 
‘“T send herewith report of Scriptures sold by 
us during the year 1913: 55 Bibles, 140 New 
Testaments, 431 portions. Since the com- 
mencement of our work we have put into cir- 
culation 591 Bibles, 2,547 New Testaments, 
13,950 portions. God has graciously blessed 
these Scriptures to the salvation of thousands 
of souls.” 

The picture which accompanies this article 
gives us an impression of some of the aborig- 
ines, whom Theophilo R. Castro first visted.

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President Wood’s Visit to the Pacific Coast 


R. JAMES WOOD, President of the 
Society, has recently made a visit to 
the Pacific Coast on behalf of the Society. 
Such an event is rare, perhaps without prec- 
edent in the history of the Society, and de- 
serves to be duly chronicled. Mr. Wood left 
New York on Thursday, March Sth, after pre- 
siding at the meeting of the Board. He paid 
en route a visit to the Northwestern Agency 
at Chicago, besides stopping at Santa Fe over 
a Sunday, and spending one or two days at 
the Grand Canyon in Ari- 
zona, then going direct to 
San Francisco. Here he 
was received with cordial 
enthusiasm by our friends, 
the Board of Managers ot 
the California Bible Society 
(which is an advisory board 
to this Society) and our 
Agency Secretary, the Rev. 
Mr. Mell. He gave close 
attention, with their assist- 
ance, to the important busi- 
ness interests of the Socie- 
ty there. The Bible House 
property, situated in close 
proximity to the Civic Cen- 
ter of San Francisco, where 
splendid buildings are soon 
to be erected, is therefore 
of great value, and re- 
ceives from the Board of 
Managers in San Francisco 
careful attention. It was 
a great advantage to have Mr. Wood confer 
withthem aboutit. The question of the proper 
exhibition of the Society’s operations at the 
Panama Pacific Exposition naturally received 
a share of his attention, and he has reported to 
the Board in New York what the prospects 
are for the religious interests, which it is im- 
portant to conserve in connection with such a 
national undertaking. 

Mr. Wood is also known as the President 
of the Board of Directors of the Bedford State 
Reformatory for Girls in New York. This 
institution has an extensive reputation as one 
_ of the most advanced and thorough of its 
type. He made an address on Sunday. On 
Monday he addressed the Methodist Minis- 


ters’ meeting, describing the operations of the ° 


Bedford Reformatory, and producing so pro- 
found an impression that, when subsequently 
he was invited to address a meeting held 


under the auspices of the Federation of | 


Churches, he consented to speak on the same 
subject to a large audience filling the audi- 


torium of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation. t 

After finishing his work for the Society in 
California, he went to Seattle. In Seattle 
Mr. John T. Norton, a generous friend of the 
Society, has recently died, making the Society 
the residuary legatee of his estate, and there 
are matters growing out of this which require 


the careful attention of someone representing 


the Board of Managers in New York. No

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The Annual Report for Siam 


HE annual report for Siam shows large 

extension into new regions anda splen- 
did result in the circulation of 161,057 copies, 
an increase of 62,501 copies over last year. 
This distribution was made by 32 persons, in- 
cluding the Agent, the Rev. Robert Irwin. 
The distributors spent (approximately) 10,400 
days in the work, traveled 20,000 miles, and 
visited 700 villages. ‘The small number of 
Bibles sold is due to the huge bulk of a com- 
plete Bible, which makes it practically un- 
usable for ordinary purposes. This qualifi- 
cation must be made, however, that 25,851 
copies of this amount was put out last year, 
but not reported until this year, so that the 
real increase is 36,650 and the real total 
135,206. 

A large part of the increase has been due to 
the rapid extension of work in northern Siam, 
in the Laos country. The work, however, 
has been maintained in Bangkok and in lower 
Siam. 37,067 copies were distributed in 
Bangkok—9,367 in Petchaburi and 81,039 in 
Chiengmai, the chief city of northern Siam. 

Mr. Irwin discusses at considerable length 
the whole question of colporteurs, their or- 
ganization and training so as to secure the 
greatest efficiency. He says among other 
things: 

All the men need training in steadiness and 
sustained effort. They easily become tired

need to be cultured or cadets that need to be 
drilled. We ought not to expect these col- 
porteurs, who have not the sheltered life of a 
plant nor the excitement and combination of 
cadets, to spring enthusiastically to their task 
and to keep at it through rain and shine, un- 
der scorn or praise, with failure or success. 
Colportage is hard and lonely work, and the 


men who continue at it year after year are 
worthy of sympathy and applause. 

He then touches on the value of missionary 
supervision. 

Missionary Supervisors.—Most of the mis- 
sionaries in the country appreciate the help of 
the American Bible Society in their work, and 
as arule they are eager to have our colpor- 
teurs under their care, but still they are over- 
worked and can give but a small fraction of 
time to their oversight. It is right and nec- 
essary that the Agent supplement their cheer- 
fully given service. Nakon Sritamarat, in the 
American Presbyterian Mission, and Song 
Khone, in the French Evangelical Society Mis- 
sion, prefer the voluntary distribution of Scrip- 
tures by their church members to paid colpor- 
teurs. In Bangkok only one of eleven colpor- 
teurs is under missionary supervision. Every- 
where else, except in Kengtung, the colpor- 
teurs are selected and supervised by some 
missionary. 

He then discusses the field to be worked, 
with an accompanying table that gives an im- 
pression of its size and the various elements 
which enter into it. 

An interesting discussion of the language 
problem follows, too long to be repeated, but 
well worthy of study by the captains of mis- 
sionary progress who are making surveys of 
the yet unevangelized East. 


The accompanying map shows the area we 
are, to some extent, working and what land 
remains to be possessed. A careful study of

the map will show that this area belongs, 
politically, to four powers, Siam, Britain, 
China, and France. The above table shows 
the approximate population of the worked, 
the merely touched and: the untouched _ por- 
tions, the languages spoken, and the Scrip- 
tures we are prepared to give them. 

This table may easily convey a wrong im- 
pression. For instance, there are great 
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stretches of the “‘touched” country wholly un- 
touched, and great sections of ‘‘ worked” coun- 
try have only been touched in spots. This is 
a mountainous part of the world, and mis- 
sionaries and colporteurs have as yet kept 
mostly to the accessible towns and cities. 
Numerous aboriginal tribes occupy the 
mountains all over the country for whom 
practically nothing is done religiously..- 

e, however, make no claim and have no 
thought of crossing the border without the con- 
sent of the Bible Societies concerned in that 
part of China. Weare nowin correspondence 
with our China Agency on the subject. 


Mr. Irwin makes this comment, which is en- 
lightening for many fields: 


108 In the main the results are 
in direct proportion to the 
contact of the supervisor with 
his colporteurs. In some of 
the fields it js exceedingly dif- 
ficult to keep in close touch 
with the men. Under a boa 
constrictor pressure of mul- 
~ titudinous forms of work, 
months and even years glide 
away and the only communi- 
go) «cation between them isa slip . 
of paper or palm leaf telling 
VA how many books were giv- 
NHAINAM en away or a transfer of 
a wages. The solution of 
this serious problem proba- 
bly lies along the line of an 
intenser conviction that Bible 
distribution is not only a star 
of the first magnitude, but 
the pole star of human effort. 
Without it we cannot guide 
the nations into port. 


The average cost of the dis- 
tribution of the Book from the 
time it leaves the “‘ godown’’ 
(storehouse) until it comes 
into the hands of a reader, 
varies very greatly in differ- 
ent districts, but the average 

’ shows a half of a satang—that 
is, about two-fifths of a cent 

Mr. Irwin adds: 


Figures are dead, unattract- 
ive things, buta little imagina- 
tion warms them and makes 
them live with everyday life, 
when we can see behind them 
the men going about with a 
package of books slung over 
their shoulder actually at work, offering them 
for sale or gift in market, shop, and home, and 
telling the story—disposing of twenty-five, a 
large amount, eleven, even one a day. How 
many refusals they would have to bear—some 
days without a sale, no one willing to take a 
book for nothing! Dr. Peoples tells of one 
man who labored a week without disposing 
of a single book, and in a month sold only two 
satangs’ worth.

Other tables follow showing the distribu- 
tion by books, and as usual Ruth (6,382), 
Esther (2,367), Jonah (7,218) in the old Test- 
ament, and the Epistle of John (6,260) in the 
New Testament, are the best sellers, with 
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James (2,287) the next best, and the Gospels 
(1,000 or 1,200) being third. The three best 
sellers sell at one satang. Large numbers of 
Ruth, Jonah, and the Epistle of John have 
been sold at one sa¢ang for the set. 

One missionary supervisor, expressing his 
approval of this, says that the story of Ruth 
appeals tothe north people in a very practical 
way: the family went away into a heathen 
country and met only misfortune, and when 
Naomi returned she was greatly blessed. 
Another relates how he found a man in a 
remote region who believed in ‘‘ Jonah’s 
God”’ and whose exposition of the story was 
almost the Gospel. He became an energetic 
Christian and remained firm in the faith until 
death. Many children buy these booklets, and 
often they are an entering wedge in new vil- 
lages. 


There have been twenty-three books of the 
Bible published in 1913, being 184,000 vol- 
umes, costing 7,189 fzcals, or $2,735.24, and 
there are editions in numbers aggregrating 
15,300 copies in Siamese and 102,000 in Laos. 
This gives an impression of the different 
necessities of the Agency. 

We have left ourselves too little space to 
describe the travels of the year, and we do 
not wonder at Mr. Irwin’s request for a vest- 
pocket edition containing a map of St. Paul’s 
travels, inasmuch as he himself last year made 
a circuit of all the stations of the Amer- 
ican Presbyterian Mission and the English 
“Church of Christ’? Mission at Phrapatom, 
covering 3,271 miles by steamer, railway, 
canoe, motor-car, buggy, bullock cart, and 
pony back. 

Mrs. Irwin accompanied him on a tour of 
three months, covering 1,147 miles, being 31 
days in the saddle. 

He speaks of his colporteurs with much ap- 
preciation. In spite of defects to be expected, 
their general faithfulness and interest in their 
work, and their sense of its dignity and worth 
are noticeable. 

One of our Chinese men, Ah When, made a 
tour of two months alone to Chantaboon and 
nearly four months by canoe up the river and 
canals from Bangkok to Ayuthia. One of our 
Lao men, Ai Kio, is stationed, with his young 
wife, at Muang Yawng, ten days’ journey 
from Chiengrai, the nearest mission station. 
Another, Noi Kan, is at Chiengtung, still 
farther off. 
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We can only make room for one striking 
evidence of the progress of the gospel and 
its connection with Bible distribution—the 
gift of the lepers at Chiengmai: 

Out of their deep affliction and gratitude for 
the benefits of the asylum and the Gospel 
they, earlier in the year, contributed over 
3,300 portions for general distribution, and a 
letter has just come enclosing a draft for 
22.006 ticals, their Christmas gift to the So- 
ciety. 

And now follows the lepers’ own letter, not 
contained with this Christmas gift. They 
have now had another Christmasing and have 
added to it seventeen more vufees, a total of 
$8.09, and since the report was received a sup- 
plementary letter tells yet of a third gift from 
these wonderful Christians—the lepers of 
Chiengmai. Their names should be written 
on the roll of princely givers—surely it is 
written in the book of life. We give their 
own letter dated Febuary 9th: 

We, the elders and members of the leper 


church of Chiengmai, disciples of the Lord 
Jesus, with one mind and heart, have great 
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gladness in sending our small offering to 
the American Bible Society. And we beg 
that our gift of twenty-five rafees ($8.09) may 
be graciously received by you and used for 
the distribution of the Holy Scriptures. To 
have a share in this good work will give us 
very great happiness.

BIBLE SOCIETY RECORD 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Mana- 

gers of the American Bible Society was 

held at the Bible House Thursday, April 2d, 

1914, at 3:30 o’clock p. m., Mr. Edgar Leay- 
craft in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. James F. Riggs, D. D., who read 
the 135th Psalm, after which he offered 
prayer. 

The Rev. J. Preston Searle, D. D., and the 
Rey. Reese L. Alsop, D. D., were unani- 
mously elected members of the Committee 
on Versions. 

E. E. Olcott was unanimously elected a 
member of the Board of Managers. 

An invitation was presented from the Vir- 
ginia Bible Society to the members of the 
Board of Managers and the executive officers 
of the American Bible Society to attend the 
centennial celebration of the Virginia Bible 
Society at Richmond on Sunday, April 
5th. 

Secretary Fox described in warm terms a 
recent visit to Richmond by Secretary Haven 
and himself, when the Secretaries were most 
cordially received by the directors and officers 
of the Virginia Bible Society. It will be re- 
membered that the directors of this society 
compose the Advisory Board of our South 
Atlantic Agency. A letter of congratulation 
to the Virginia Society was adopted by the 
Board of Managers. 

It was voted to change, as rapidly as the 
plates of the Scriptures can be handled, the 
Roman numerals indicating numbers of chap- 
ters to Arabic numbers, which are best under- 
stood by the mass of the people. 

Invitations were received for the American 
Bible Society to send delegates during this 
summer to centennial celebrations of the Bap- 
tist Foreign Missionary Society, the Nether- 
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lands Bible Society, and the Berg Bible So- 
ciety of Elberfeld, Germany. 

The Secretaries presented a list of consign- 
ments to the Foreign Agencies during the 
month of March as follows:. 

To Brazil, 5,480 volumes, valued at $604.64; 
to Central America, 4,420 volumes, valued at 
$403.25; to Japan, 287 volumes, valued at 
$135.48; to Mexico, 8,929 volumes, valued at 
$2,296.34; to Venezuela, 2,906 volumes, val- 
ued at $353.14; to West Indian, 1,563 vol- 
umes, valued at $219.20. Total volumes, - 
23,585, valued at $4,012.05. 

Issues from the Bible House during the 
month of March were 223,404 volumes.
